A FLOURISHING 
PEOPLE.

Down on tho Gila, six or eight 
miles bolow 
Solomonvillo, in the 
very heart of ono of Arizona's most 
beautiful 
valloys" lies tho town of 
Safford. 
Owing to a popular 
cus- - 
generally provaling in thoval 
Itom 
of 
holding 
largo 
tracts 
oi 
ground ioc rcsiaenco mis, tno town 
which is regularly incorporated, 
is 
scattered over a largo area. 
There 
are a number of largo and imposing 
buildings in tho town, and from the 
tops ot ono of them, Judgo Blako's 
mill, a most 
oncliantinc 
view 
is 
obtained. 
Spread out ior miles in

mice and rabbits

the knotty and wooly appearance of tho 
root and its bluish or graj ish color; an- 
other tendency is to send out a largo 
number of rootlets, these indicate tho 
presence of root lice. 
As we approach the northern limits 
of the apple belt, the number of varie- 
ties that can elidure the climate rapidly 
diminishes.
